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Market  Summary 


UPPER  FLORIDA 

Receipts  of  producer  milk  at  pool  plants 
regulated  under  Order  No.  6  during  March  1982 
totaled  47.4  million  pounds.  Deliveries  were 
up  5.7  million  pounds  from  the  previous  month 
and  2.6  million  pounds  above  the  same  month  of 
the  previous  year. 

During  March,  38.5  million  pounds  of  pro- 
ducer milk  was  classified  as  Class   I   --  up  3.9 
million  pounds  from  the  previous  month  and  up 
.6  million  pounds  from  March  1981.     The  per- 
centage of  producer  milk  in  Class   I  was  81.34 
in  March  1982  compared  to  83.07?  the  previous 
month  and  84.66','.  a   year  ago. 

The  uniform  price   to  producers   during 
March  was  $14.89  per  cwt.    --  down  5  cents  from 
February  and  21    cents   below  March   1981. 

TAMPA  BAY 

Producers   delivered   100.9  million  pounds 
of  milk  to  pool    plants   regulated  under  Federal 
Order  No.    12   during  March   1982.      Producer  milk 
deliveries  were  up  9.9  million   pounds   from 
February  and  were   up  8.0  million   pounds   from 
March   1981. 

Producer  milk   classified  as   Class   I   milk 
as  used   in   the  computation  of  the  uniform  price 
to   producers    totaled  87.1    million   pounds. 
Class    I   producer  milk   totaled   77.6  million 
pounds    in    February   1982  and  82.9  million   pounds 
during  March  a  year  ago.      Class    I  milk  was 
!!6.32     of  the   total    producer  milk   during  March 
compared   to  85.32      last   month   and  89.17     during 
Marcn  of   last  year.

Dairy  Situation 


Milk  production  this  winter  has  continued  a- 
bove  year-earlier  levels,  with  February  marking 
the  34th  consecutive  month  of  a  year-over-year  in- 
crease.    The  almost  2-percent  rise  in  February  was 
the  result  of  123,000  more  cows  and  6  pounds  more 
milk  per  cow.      Production  will    likely  continue  to 
expand  during  the  rest  of  1982,  and  total   output 
may  be  up  1.5  to  3.5  percent  from  1 981 ' s   record 
132.6  billion  pounds. 

The  larger  output,  along  with   little  change 
in  support  prices,  will    likely  hold  farm  and 
wholesale  prices  near  year-earlier  levels.      Retail 
prices  may  increase  2  to  4  percent  --  the  result 
of  higher  marketing  costs  --  and  the  relatively 
small   price  gains  should  improve  commercial   dis- 
appearance by  1   to  2  percent.      However,  with  pro- 
duction likely  to  exceed  disappearance,   USDA  pur- 
chases for  the  current  marketing  year  may  be  be- 
tween 11   and  16  billion  pounds,  milk  equivalent, 
compared  with  last  year's  12.7  billion. 

Output  rose  approximately  3  percent  during 

1981  --  again  for  the  same  reasons  as  the  February 

1982  gain.     Milk  output  per  cow  increased  an  aver- 
age 2  percent,  while  the  annual   average  number  of 
milk  cows  on  farms  expanded  1   percent.     On  Jan- 
uary 1,    1982,  milk  cows  on  farms  numbered  11   mil- 
lion,  up  99,000   from  July   1,    1981,   and  138,000 
from  a  year  earlier.      Dairy  heifers  held  for  herd 
replacements  also  increased  from  year-ago  levels 
and  were  the  largest   inventory  since  1965.     The 
number  of  heifers  per  100  cows  on  January  1   was 
the   highest   ratio   for  that   date  --   41.2. 

Since  mid-fall,   prices   for  major  feed   ingred- 
ients  have  been   stable   but   substantially  below  a 
year  earlier  because  of  excellent  harvests.      So, 
even  with  no   increase   in  milk   prices,  milk-feed 
price   relationships   favor   (Continued  on  page   7)

Milk  production  during  March  totaled 
11.6  billion  pounds,    (5.28  million  metric 
tons),    V,  more  than  in  March  1981   and  up 
6%  from  March  1980. 

Accumulated  milk  production  during 
the  first  quarter  of  1982  totaled  33.0 
billion  pounds  (15.0  million  metric  tons), 
compared  with  32.4  million  pounds   (14.7 
million  metric  tons)  a  year  ago. 

Production  per  cow  averaged  1,059 
pounds  during  March,   1   pound  above  last 
year  and  43  pounds  more  than  March  1980. 

Total  milk  cows  averaged  11.0  million 
head  for  March,   up  ]%  from  last  year  and 
11  above  March  1980.

The  March  Index  of  Prices  Received  by  Farmers  decreased  1 
point   (.8  percent)   from  February  to  132  percent  of  its  January  - 
December  1977  average,   according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board. 
Contributing  most  to  the  decrease  since  February  were  lower 
prices  for  tomatoes,  sweet  corn,  lettuce,  soybeans,  and  wheat. 
Higher  prices  for  cattle,   calves,  eggs,   hogs,  and  lemons  were 
partially  offsetting.     The  Index  was  11   points   (7.7  percent)   be- 
low a  year  ago. 

The  Index  of  Prices  Paid  by  Farmers  for  Commodities  and 
Services,   Interest,   Taxes  and  Farm  Wage  Rates  for  March  was  155 
percent  of  its  1977  base.     This  was  up  1    point  (.6  percent)   from 
February  and  6  points  (4.0  percent)   above  March  last  year.     Con- 
tributing most  to  the  increase  were  higher  feeder  livestock 
prices  that  were  only  partially  offset  by  lower  fuel   prices. 

The  Ratio  of  Index  of  Prices  Received  to  the  Index  of 
Prices  Paid,   Including  Interest,  Taxes,  and  Farm  Wage  Rates  was 
85  for  the  month  of  March  1982.     The  Ratio  was  down  1   point  from 
the  previous  month  and  down  11   points  from  the  same  period  a 
year  ago.

SOUTHEASTERN  FLORIDA 

Receipts  of  producer  milk  at 
pool   plants  regulated  under  Federal 
Order  No.    13  totaled  73.6  million 
pounds  of  milk  during  March  1982. 
Compared  to  the  previous  month,   re- 
ceipts of  producer  milk  were  up  5.5 
million  pounds  and  1.9  million 
pounds  above  March  1981. 

In  the  March  equalization 
pool,  64.7  million  pounds  of  milk 
was  classified  as  Class   I.     Class  I 
producer  milk  was  up  4.7  million 
pounds  from  last  month,  and  was   .3 
million  pounds  below  March  of  last 
year.      Class    I  milk  was  87.95%  of 
the  total   during  March  compared  to 
88.112  the  previous  month  and 
90.76%  during  March  of  the  previous 
year. 

The  uniform  price  to  producers 
under  Order  No.    13  for  March  1982 
milk  was  $15.36  per  cwt.     The  uni- 
fom  price  was  down  1    cent  from 
February  and  16  cents  below  March 
of  last  year. 

PRODUCER  SUMMARY 

Under  the  three   Florida  milk 
orders,   592  producers   delivered 
221.9  million  pounds  of  milk  to 
pool   plants.      This  compared  to  571 
producers  and  200.8  million  pounds 
during  the  previous  month  and  429 
producers  and  209.4  million  pounds 
during  March  1981.      Producer  milk 
deliveries   in  March  were  up  10.5 
from  February  and  were  6"  above 
March  of  last  year. 

The  average  milk  delivery  per 
producer  was   12,251   pounds  per  day 
for  all    producers   delivering   to 
plants   under  Federal    Orders  6,    12, 
and   13.      The  average  daily  delivery 
per  producer  was   10,214   pounds 
under  Order  No.    6;    13,189  pounds 
under  Order  No.    12;   and   12,642 
pounds  under  Order  No.    13.

concentrate  feeding.      In  addition,  the  improved 
genetics  of  the  dairy  herd  is  heightening  the 
effect  of  heavy  concentrate  feeding.     As  a  re- 
sult, output  per  cow  will    increase  this  year. 
Also,   because  of  limited  income  alternatives 
(both  off  the  farm  and  from  other  farm  enter- 
prises),  culling  will    remain  low  relative  to 
replacements.     Thus,  milk  cow  numbers  are  ex- 
pected to  remain  above  a  year  earlier  during 
1982. 

During  1981,   the  total   number  of  farms 
with  milk  cows  continued  to  decline.     There 
were  12,000  fewer  than  in  1980,  but  the  size 
of  remaining  operations  had  increased.      Dairy 
farms  with  50  or  more  cows  accounted  for  al- 
most 22  percent  of  all    these  operations,   com- 
pared with  about  20  percent  in  1980. 

Large  supplies  and  no  change  in  Commodity 
Credit  Corporation  (CCC)  purchase  prices  have 
limited  price  gains  for  dairy  products.      In 
February,   the  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics   (BLS) 
index  of  wholesale  dairy  prices  stood  at  248 
(1967=100),  up  about  1   percent  from  a  year 
earlier.     For  all  of  1981,  the  wholesale  index 
was  up  6.5  percent,   compared  with  a  9-percent 
jump  in   1980.     Wholesale  dairy  prices  are  ex- 
pected to  remain  near  present  levels  until    late 
summer  and  then  may  move  somewhat  higher  be- 
cause of  an  improving  general   economy,   a  small 
increase  in  CCC  purchase  prices,  and  a  better 
supply-demand  balance  near  yearend. 

Similar  to  wholesale  prices,  those  in  re- 
tail markets  have  been  languid.      In  January, 
the  BLS  index  for  retail   dairy  prices  was  up 
slightly  more  than  2  percent  from  a  year  ear- 
lier, the  smallest  increase  since  mid-1975. 
For  1981,  the  retail    index  rose  about  7  per- 
cent.     During  1982,  retail   dairy  prices  are 
expected  to  reflect  stagnant  wholesale  prices, 
but  may  increase  some  because  of  higher  mar- 
keting costs. 

Production  of  manufactured  dairy  products 
in  1981,  on  a  milk  equivalent,  fat  solids  basis, 
was  estimated  at  78.7  billion  pounds,   up  about 
6  percent  from  a  year  earlier.     Manufactured 
dairy  products  are  expected  to  increase  4  to  8 
percent  in  1982.      Commercial    disappearance  of 
milk  and  dairy  products  was  up  1    percent  in 
1981  and  should  climb  to  1    to  2  percent  in  1982. 

For  fiscal   1981,   USDA  net  removals  were 
equivalent  to  12.7  billion  pounds  of  milk,   com- 
pared with  8.2  billion  a  year  earlier  --  an 
increase  of  over  50  percent.      For  fiscal    1982, 
net  removals  are  forecast  between  11   and  16 
billion  pounds.
